economical people; ai*d i believe if. ia safest 
in the hands of thuse who have been made 
strong and self reliant IB their citizenship 
by self denial and by the »urroundinKS of 
au enforced economy. Thrift and careful 
watchfulness of expenditure among the 
people tend to secure a thrifty governnjent: 
and cheap and careful living on the part of 
individuals ought to inforce economy in 
the public expenditures. 


When, therefoie, mea in high plaees of 


tru-t, charged with the responsibility of 


a^U executing our laws, not only 


tempt to rererse the currentiof trueAmerl- 
caotamaw disrifdlt the most honorable 
sentiments belonging to American manhood 
were tbedlRgfftoriul tanks ot those who iu- 
salU-d our people by the HniioHncerosnt of 
the doctrine that to desire cheapness was to 
love nt»tin«», tnd to practice ecoi.omy and 
frugality was un-American. 
• This In a time when faith in our country- 
men abould be fully re-eRtubliohcd. The 
nol*fl of a recent political revolution is still 
heard throughout the land; the pnopln have 
just demonstrated that there it a point b<- 
yond which tbey cannot be led by blind 
partisanship, and that they are qul'e com- 
petent to examine and correctly decide poll 
tlcal questions concerning their rights ami 
their welfare. TVy have unmercifully re 
sented every attack upon true American 
manhood, and hive taught paity leaders 
that, though slow to anger, they take terri- 
ble revcngpg when bftrajed. 
They permit 


us to forgive our honored gueit for all the 
cheap coats he has ever worn, for they have 
declared them to be In fa-hlon. They have 
also decreed that the decalogue has a place 
in our politics, for they have enforced the 
command, "Thou shall not steal,"and have 
rendered an emphatic verdict against those 
who have borne false witness. 
Nothing could so well accompany the 


honors wa pay our distinguished guest as 
the celebration on hi* birthday of the victor j 
which has just beeu achieved it vindicati* n 
of American citizenship, for In him we 
honor the man who has best illustrated true 
American manhood 
Onr rejoicing and his 


«re increased, as we also celebrate ttrnigtu 
the triumph of a democratic principle for

we are permitted to indulge in true demo- 
cratic enthusiasm over the steadfastness 
and devotion to its creed exhibited by our 
party, which, knowing no discouragement, 
has fought to victory In the people's cause.

Democracy IB for Economy. 


Upon the question of cheapness and econ- 


omy, 
wnether it relates to individuals or to 


the operations of the government, the dem- 
ocratic party, true to its creed and its tradi- 
tions, will unalterably remain attached to 
our plain acd frugal people. They are e»- 
p;cially entitled to the watchful care and 
protection of tueir government; »nd when 
tttey are bjroe down with burdens greater 
than they can bear, and are made the ob- 
ject* of Bourn by bard taskmakers, we will 
not leave their side. As the ffreat German 
reformer, insisting upon nil religions con- 
victions in the presence of his accusers ex- 
claimed:"! can do naught else. Herelstand, 
Gud help me," so, however uiucb. others 
may mock and deride cheapnes* and the 
poor and frugal men and women of our 
laud, we will stand forth ID defense of tueir 
limple Americanism defiantly exclaiming: 
"We can do nanght else. Here we stand." 


Thu.-. when the question Is raised whether 


eur people shall have the necessaries of life 
at a cheaper rate we are not ashamed to con- 
fess ourselves "in full sympathy with the 
demand for cheaper coats," and we are not 
disturbed by the hint that this seems "nee- 
e^sftrily to Involve a cheaper man or wo- 
rn in uader the coats." 


Whtn the promoter of a party measure, 


ubich invades eve-y home in the l»ud wi'h 
higher price?, dpclares that "cheap and 
nasty go together and this whole system of 
cheap tbiags is a badge of poverty; for 
cheap xnTchmidise meaus cheap men and 
cheap men mean a cheap country," we in- 
dignantly repudiate such an interpretation 
of American sentiment. 


And when another one, higk in party coun 


oils, who h*s become notorious ai the advo- 
cate of a contrivance to perpetuate psrlisaci 
supremacy by outrageous interference with 
fie suffrage, announces that "the cry iur 
cheapness ii un-American;" we scornfully 
reply that hw speech does not indicate tbe 
Bl.gnUst coaception of true Americanism. 


What was the occasion of these condem- 


nations of cheapness and what had honest 
American men and. women dubu, or what 
were they likely to do that they should he 
threatened with the epithets "cheap," "nas- 
ty" and "un-American?" 


It is bard to speak patiently as we an- 


swer theae questions. Step by step a VB?t 
number of our people tuvl been led on, fol- 
lowing bllodly iu the path of party. The> 
had been filled with hate and sectional prej- 
udice: they bad been cejoltd with mlsrep 
resentatlons and false promises; they had 
been corrupted with money aud by appeals 
to their •elushness. All these things ltd 
up to their final betrayal to satisfy the de 
mands of those who had suppll. d the fnud 
for their corruption. 


This betray*! was palpable, and it was 


impossible to deny *r couceal the fact that

A Cave-In. 


Though so much work hag been done on 


sewers this summer, no trouble had up to 
yesterday been canted by caving of the 
trenches. On the Broadway sewer near 
Eldorado, a small cave-in occurred, but it 
was gotten around without difficulty. Last 
night, however, the banks of the Union 
8tivet sewer caved in on Cerro Gordo street 
near College street in a way that promises 
to make trouble. 


It was iust a quarter after r>, 15 mirmtes 


after the men had quit work and gone 
away, that Lon Brockway, who lives on the 
corner of College and ('erro Gordo, heard 
timbers (rucking. The reports were like 
pistol shots, ar a rattle of musketry, and 
could be heard for blocks away. 
He went 


over to the sewer and found the bank rap 
idly disappearing. The trench wan 14 feet 
deep. The cave was 15 or 20 feet long 
and 
extended 
back 
fully 
12 
fwt 


from whe/e the line of the excavation had 
been. The banks were still falling, so tbat 
by morning it is expected the hole will be 
much bigger 


That the accident happened 15 minutes 


after 5, and not that muuh before, or any 
time during the day, w as fortunate. 
Forty 


men were down in tint trench, which was 
only four !eet wide. 
Over their head were 


braces and a scaffold. 
Had the cave oc- 


curred while they were below the results 
must have been terrible. So many men 
as thnt would have been unable to get out. 
Ituteua of lives might have been lost. 


it was thought by the contractor and his 


iuen that the sides of the trench were suffi- 
ciently braced. There was no 
sign of 


(rouble w>>en the men quit work.

vein of water was struck yesterday, and it 
is thought that lias caused the cave.
